o  Share parking among the church and other uses on the entire property
Develop pedestrian traffic uses along the property perimeter, not parking

¢ Locate the church sanctuary and closter farther east and south to the middle of the tract and remove
the driveway along the railread track

understand our suggestions based on the approved plans. We recogmze your desire to meet the Board of
Adjustment and Planning Commission hearings dates as soon as possible.
